There are other points of Pei- 


ping-iMoscow friction. Jt has just

One reason: Red China's system 


needs a form of Stalinism, just 
as the 
Soviet dictatorship needed 


jt in a similar stage .of develop- 
ment. An agrarian country is be- 
ins transformed into an industrial 
power with amazing speed. 


Also, Peiping needed the chronic 


Formosa crisis, tho .picture of an 
outside enemy armed to the teeth, 
the specters of enemies within, 
just as Stalin needed,these things. 
The Communists need them to en- 
force the harsh discipline neces- 
sary for 
ssvift 
internal transfor- 


mation.
